Jordan seen returning 
to ‘confrontation’

JORDAN PREMIER Zaid Rifat yes. 
terday met in Cairo with Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy and Minister 
of War Gen. Mohammed Abdul-Gha- 
ni Gumasy, amid indications that 
Amman's role in the Arab “front- 
ne" bioc against Israel was being 
fully reactioned. (In addition to 
being Jordan's Prime Minister, Ri- 
Yat ig ulso Foreign Miniater and 
Minister of Defence.) 


The Arab “frontline" bloc — com- 
prising Egypt, Syria, Jordon and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization — 
is scheduled to hold a formal con- 
ference in Cairo tonight. This will 
be the first face-to-face meeting 
between Jordan end the PLO since 
the Rabat suminit, where King Hus- 
sein extended full recognition to the 
PLO as the “sole legitimate repre- 
sentative of the Palestinian people,” 
including those on the West Bank. 


The four-way Cairo conference 
has been called to pateh up dif- 
ferences between Jordan end the 
PLO and to outline a foint strategy 
for the Arab frontline bloc, for what 
was being described as the next 
phases of the Middle East conflict. 


Syrian Deputy Premier and For- 
elgn Minister Abdul-Halim Khaddam 
was due !n Cairo last night for the 
conference. Khaddam yesterday stop- 
ped over in Lebanon for talks with 
President Suletman Franjieh, prob- 


ably to keep him informed cn the 
conference plan. 

The Lebanese President was un- 
officially reported to have reviewed 
with Khaddam the current series’ of 
raids against terror bases in south- 
ern Lebanon. The meeting was at- 
tended by Lebanon's Chief of Staff, 
Gen, Iskandar Ghanem. 

It wes announced in Damascus 
last night that Syrian President Ha- 
fez Assad will visit Lebanon on 
Tuesday for talks with President 
Franjieh. 

No details on these talks were 
disclosed, though the hurriedly ar- 
ranged meeting stirred speculation 
that Syria might be offering Lebanon 
military ald. 

Lebanese Premier Rashid 551} 
yesterday said the Israel raids in 
the past two days had gone “beyond 
all limits."

Justices rap police in 
Heller murder probe

Police in Haifa were maintaining 
atrict secrecy yesterday regarding 
their investigation into the slaying 
of girl-soldier Rahel Heller, in con- 
nection with which they are holding 
her disabled: war veteran friend Yo- 
ram Bichonski. But it was learned 
they do not have enough evidence 
to produce an indictment. 

In Jerusalem, meanwhile. the in- 
vestigating team came in for cri- 
ticism from two High Court justices 
for the 10-day delay in letting Bi- 
chonski, 21, meet with with his at- 
torney. The third justice, however, 
accused the defence of contributing 
to the delay and of being mainly 
interested in publicity. 

The attractive 19-year-old girl, who 
Hved in Bat Yam, was found naked 
and strangled near Caesarea on Oc- 
tober 24.

another embargo now would be 
worse. 

Regarding the chances for another 
outbreak of hostilities, Kissinger 
said: 

“In the absence of a political 
settlement there is always the dan- 
ger of another Arab-Israel war. On 
the other hand, war is talked about 
much too loosely. Both sides lost 
grievously in the last war. Neither 
side really won, I think the read- 
iness of either side to go to war is 
often exaggerated. I also believe 
that there is some possibility of po- 
litical progress before the spring.” 

The Secretary declined to go intc 
specific details of any ideas Israel 
may have suggested regarding an- 
other agreement, but he said: “The 
Israelis have indicated thelr willing- 
ness to make some further terri- 
torial withdrawals.” 

Kissinger said that the current 
high price of oil was not a good 
enough reason to institute political 
warfare against the oil producers.

Gold price plunges in U.S. and Europe 


NEW YORK. — Gold prices on 
U.S. commodity markets and Eu- 
Yopean bullion markets fell steeply 
yesterday, amid early signs that 
Americans were remaining reluctant 
to buy the precious metal. 

Reports by American banks and 
brokers indicated that retail sales 
of gold bullion were continuing at 
the sluggish pece get on Tuesday, 
when Americans were able to buy 
gold Dullion legally for the first 
time in 41 years. 

Mark Grammes, vice-president of 
the Southeast First National Bank 
of Miami, said the bank had no 
gold sales in the first two hours of 
business yesterday. “I think people 


have been seared by the quick 
drop in prices,” he sald. 

A spokesman for Merrill Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner and Smith Co. in 
Nashville, Tennessee, said gold trad- 
ing was “very quiet.” 

On the New York Mercantile Ex- 
change, future contracts for deli- 
very of gold this month opened 
somewhat higher, then came in for 
heavy pressure. Gold trading on the 
commodities exchanges cali for fu- 
ture delivery, but the holder of a 
January contract can take 65- 
sion of the bullion at any time. The 
contracts, for quantities of gold 
weighing 32.151 troy ounces or one 
kilogram apiece, fell to $177 per 


ounce, about $6 lower than Tues- 
day's close. 

At the Chicago Board of Trade, 
where each gold contract Is for 
96.45 troy ounces, January contracts 
slid $8.50 from Tuesday’s closing 
level of $182.80 per troy ounce. 
February contracts were off $8 and 
March $8.90. 

In London the metal was $175 an 
ounce at its afternoon fixing — a 
$10 drop from the morning fix and 
$22.50 below the $197.50 ft fetched 
at the morning fix on Monday. 

On the Frankfurt bullion market 
gold was fixed at $186.02 an ounce,

LONDON 1AP). -- Britain's 12,000 
ectsulting hospital doctors began 
their first-ever slowdown yesterday 
over a pay dispute and threatened 
te cripple the country's Nationa! 
Health Service. 

The action began shortly after 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson an- 
nounced that his Government would 
abide by recommendations of a pay 
review board not to give the doctors 
a raise in thelr state salaries at 
least until April. 

The doctors said they will work 
only the 38 hours a week provided 
by their contracts. Normally, they 
said, they work as much as 20 hours 
a week of unpaid overtime. 

Doctors said that by refusing to 
do unpaid overtime they believe they ἡ 
will demonstrate that the National 
Health Service — which provides 
universal free medical care out of 
tax revenues — has depended for 
many years on their good will.

New Year's Day postponed imposing 
sentences on John N. Mitchell, Hi Haldeman 
and John D. Erlichman — who wielded im- 
mense power in the U.S. Government of Ri- 
chard Nixon — and Robert C. Mardian, pend- 
ing a report from the probation office in the 
Federal Courthouse. 

The report, likely to be a month in prepara- 
tion, will include such items as character re- 
ferences and biographical material on the con- 
Victed men and trends of punishment for 
others convicted of similar crimes. 

Mitchell, Haldeman and Ehrlichman were 
convicted on Wednesday of covering up the 
Watergate scandal, the scandal that forced 
Nixon, the first American President in history, 
to resign. The three also were convicted of 
multiple counts of lying under oath. 


The jury also convicted Mardian, a one- 
time assistant attorney-general under Mitchell, 
of taking part in criminal conspiracy with the 
other three, 


But the jury of nine women and three men, 
taking 15 hours over a three-day period to 
reach the verdict, acquitted Kenneth W. Par- 
kinson, an attorney for Nixon's re-election 
campaign committee, of conspiracy and ob- 
struction of justice. 

Nixon, whom they served in political cam- 
paigns and in office, was given immunity from 
progecution by the September 3 pardon from 
his successor, President Gerald R. Ford. In 
Vail, Colorado, it was announced that Ford 
would have no comment on the convictions. 
There was no statement from Nixon in San 
Clemente, Calif. 

Although testimony and tape recorded con- 
versations presented to.the jury clearly showed 
Nixon's involvement, the pardon covered all 
crimes he “committed or may have committed 
or taken part in" during his term of office. 

Along with Nixon's resignation last August 
in the face of certain impeachment, the trial 
of his top lentenants ranked ag a milestone 
in the story that began with the midnight 
burglary attempt in the opposition Democratic 
Party headquarters on June 17, 1972. 

The drama of the 64-day trial, featuring 
more than 80 witnesses, was heightened by the

SAIGON. — Communist troops led 
by Soviet-bullt tanks: smashed into 
the provincial capital of Phuoc Binh 
yesterday in an offensive that 
threatened to give them control of 
the entire province. In Cambodia, 
insurgent forces stepped up their of- 
fensive around Phnom Penh. 

The Saigon government appealed 
for a cease-fire to rescue 26,000 
persons in Phuoc Binh city, but 
the Vietcong did not reply. Heavy 
street fighting was reported in the 
town, 105 kms. north-west of Saigon 
near the Cambodian border. 

A spokesman for the Saigon com- 
mand said the plea for a truce 
was sent “on an emergency basis” 
to the Communists, but there had 
been no reply. 

An estimated 26,000 soldiers and 
civilians remain in Phuoc Binh, a 
city swollen by refugees from the 
rest of the province.

Czech gov’ 


t strikes at 


Jewish community 


Leaders of the Jewish com- 
munity in Czechoslovakia have been 
removed from office in one of the 
most radical purges carried out in 
recent years. The details have 
been given in the newsletter of the 
International Council of Jews from 
Czechoslovakia which says these 
moves strike at the roots of 
the communal life of the country’s 
8,000 Jews. Those removed, on in- 
structions of the Ministry of Cul- 
ture (apparently under pressure of 
the State Security Office), include 
the chairman and secretary of the 
Council of Jewish Communities in 
Bohemia and Moravia and the 
chairman of the Prague Jewish 
community. In addition, the last 
Jewish scholar at the State Jewish 
Museum in Prague, Dr. Jan Her- 
man, has been removed to a menial 
post in a hospital. The newly ap- 
pointed acting chairman of 
Council, Dr. Bedrich Bass, has in- 
troduced himself [ἢ an article 
filled with fulsome praise of the 
Soviet Union, 

The latest developments should 
be seen against the background of 
anti-Semitic waves that have 
swept Czechoslovakia since World 
War Il. These have been suc- 
cinctly characterised by Tomas 
Kulka in an article in “Dispersion 
and Unity” (published by the Or- 
ganization and Information Depart- 
ment of the World Zionist Organi- 
zation). He i ighes three 
major campaigns, each evoked in 
response to a set of specific cir- 
cumstances. 

The first campaign was launched 
shortly after the Communist Party 
seized power and culminated in the 
Slansky trials of the early 1950s. 
At that time the Communist Party 
meeded a scapegoat within its 
ranks and the Jews were the most 
obvious targets. The theory was 
advanced of the “dual loyalty” of 
people of Jewish origin, who served 
world Zionism — an instrument of 
imperialist powers. At that time, 
some public response was stirred 
up. On the other hand, the second 
campaign — after the Six Day

War — did not arouse general 
support. By this time, anti-Semi- 
tism was. associated with the dark 
years of Stalinism and the “anti- 
Zionist” aspect failed (as was 
clearly shown in the Dubcek era). 

The current campaign began in 
1969 (it is not clear whether the 
initiative arose locally or came 
from the Kremlin). The aim seems 
to be to blame the Jews for devel- 
opments in Czechoslovakia under 
Dubcek and to dissipate sympathy 


Semitism and anti-Zionism, 
authorities are using anti-Jewish 
methods redolent of a us era. 
There is however no indication that 
they have succeeded in directing 
popular anger against the Jews. 
According to the newsletter of 
the International Council of Jews 


the from Czechoslovakia, the recent 


purge must also to some degree 
be ascribed to the mounting econo- 
mic, military and social involve- 
ment of Czechoslovakia with the 
Arabs. A few weeks ago the Czech 
Premier visited Syria and on his 
return stated that Czechoslovakia 
“would continue to assert the de- 
mands of the Arab countries.” It 
ia involved in many projects of a 
military and semi-military nature in 
many Arab lands and this has led 
the authorities to a campaign cas- 
tigating “the moun’ influence of 
Zionist propaganda has led 
some elements of Jewry 
to commit themselves in 8. pro-Is- 
rael and ἃ pro-Zionist spirit." 
Today in Bohemia, there are only 
three Jewish communities ontside 
Prague, while in Prague there are 
now only two minyanim. Six of 
the seven synagogues in the city 
have been turned into museums. 
Thus the Maisel Synagogue exhi- 
bits ritual silverware and the Span- 
ish Synagogue shows 10,000 Tora 
covers and curtains. However con- 
cern has been expressed at the con 
tinuous decay and neglect of Jew- 
ish monuments (as well as ceme- 
teries). The Pinkas Synagogue Mu- 
seum has been closed for three years 
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“for repairs" while one report says 
that the coverings of the Tora ing. 


scrolls are to form part of a “tex~ 
tile exhibition.” 

Most of the community, writes the 
“Jewish Chronicle’ in a report, is 
ageing and slowly dying off. The 
younger generation emigrated to Is- 
rael in the 1960s or fled after the 
Soviet invasion. Those that remain 
are very much assimilated. There 
are no facilities for ritual slaughter 
in Prague but kasher food is 
brought in from Bratislava in Slo- 
vakia for the kasher restaurant 
which is maintained in the Old Jew- 
ish Town Hall Religious services 
ere kept up out of a sense of tra- 
dition but since the death of the 
last Chief Rabbi a few years ago, 
there have been no religious lead- 
ers. Many Jews have relatives ab- 
road whom they can only see about 
once every ten years, Exit visas 
are difficult to obtain and usually 
only one member of 2 family is 
allowed out at a time — and then 
on a short visit, with a foreign 
currency allowance equivalent to 
1170. 

Very little is known about the 
demographic structure of Czech 
Jewry but an attempt at a survey 
has been made covering 29 families 
(94 persons) in various parts of 
Czechoslovakia (the results have 
been published by the International 
Council of Jews from Czechoslova- 
kia), It is impossible to say just 
how representative thia sample was 
but the results are interesting. The 
age structure proved less over- 
balanced than had been expected. 
The over-sixties were not in the ex- 
pected majority; they were sub- 
stantially outnumbered by the 25- 
59 age bracket. Moreover, the birth- 
rate has not dropped substantially. 

On the whole, it would not be re- 
alistic to any sizable immig- 
ration to Israel from Czechoslovak- 
ja. Indeed — barring some sharp de- 
terloration — those Jews who are 
today in Czechoslovakia are unlike- 
ly to try and leave, as inclination 
or age have led them to see their 


permanent home in that country.

“The merchants themselves are in 
a state of confusion and most do 
not know what prices to charge. 
Although several weeks have pass- 
ed since devaluation, the market 
still has to stabilize,” Mrs. Levanon 
explams. “Only the situation re- 
garding the prices of ‘basic food~- 
stuffs is clear since the Ministry 
of Commerce has fixed maximal 
prices. Any retailer who exceeds 
these limits even by a few agorot 
lays himself open to heavy fines 
and penalties, Since on 
these goods doesn’t pay, their prices 
are generally stable and adhered to. 
Problems begin with all the other 
goods. Here the shopkeepers are not 
sure and don’t know what to do — 
what 
is doing. If the consumer steps in 
and buys selectively only where 
prices are lower, he may have ἃ 
say in the evolution of new price 
levels,” Mrs. Levanon believes. 

One of the commonest traps con- 
sumers have to avoid especially at 
hard times like these is seemingly 
profitable offers. Very often these 
‘come in giant ni ads offer- 
ing various buy-now-pay-later sche- 
mes. According to Mrs. Levanon, 
many of these offers mean “pay-a- 
Jot-more-later. The interest charged 
on some of these schemes is at 
times unbelievably excessive.” The 
Authority's legal expert, Mrs. Ruth 
Bibi, told The Jerusalem Post that 
in one instant it was calculated to 
be 108 per cent of the original price. 

Another problem is what to do 
about imported goods ordered and 
paid for prior to devaluation, and 
for which importers are now de- 


‘manding additions. There are also 


tricky questions regarding import- 
ed goods which have not yet reach- 
ed Israel or which have not been 
cleared through customs or not re- 
moved from the port warehouse. 
“In other instances,the importer

lifetime of diets, injections, pills 
and parental pleadings had been of 
no use. After here, though 
she did not gain back any weight, 
she found it hard to- stop herself 
from going on “eating binges” 
without the support of others with 
a similar problem. Deciding there 
must be compulsive eaters in Israel 
too, she decided to found an O.A. 
group here. So far, 15 people have 
joined and four group sessions are 
held each week: in Hebrew on 
Monday mornings and Wednesday 
evenings and in English on Sunday 
night and Tuesday afterncon, (Some 
People attend more than one group.) 

Between meetings, group mem- 
bers help each other tele- 
phone contact or persona] visits. 
Usually, a new member is given a 
partuer who hes been in the group 
longer amd whenever she has the 
urge to eat the wrong thing at the 
wrong time the partner tries to talk 
her out of it. 

Printed food plans are available 
for anyone who wants them, but 
Ὁ.Α. does not emphasize a specific 
diet. “All of us know what we are 
not supposed to eat. What we try 
to emphasize {fs the need to ‘eat 
three well-planned, well-balanced 
meals a day and nothing in be- 
tween.”

Rabbi Israel Miller

“LETS LOOK at the record,” says 
Rabbi Israel Miller, chairman of 
U.S. Jewry’s Presidents’ Conference, 
when questioned about current fears 
of an “erosion” of American support 
for Israel.
